Will Build the Brainerd and north­ 
western Road . 
Some additional particulars in 
regard to 
the 
new 
agreem ent 
b etween the M anitob a and D uluth, 
South Shore & A tlantic road, says 
the D uluth correspondent of tne 
Pioneer Press, throw s b etter light 
upon the deal. 
W hen the South 
Shore scheme first came to a head, 
the syndicate of capitalists at the 
head of it made arrangem ents with 
the D uluth U W innipeg com pany, 
or rather the men who controlled 
the iranchise, to b uild that road 
and so acquire the grant made b y 
the state. 
President Hill, of the 
M anitob a road, heard of this deal, 
and at once made efforts to spoil 
it, and he succeeded, as he usually 
does, in coming out ahead. 
He 
went to the South Shore people 
and gave notice tha t if they b uilt 
into the 
N orthw est 
that they 
would have a heavy fight on their 
hands, and b esides that it was ex ­ 
tremely doub tful it they could get 
the land gran t, which was held b y 
a slender cord. 
He then offered to 
enter into an agreem ent with them 
that wgs ex tremely advantageous 
to the » South Shore company. 
Hill 
is a power in W all street, where a 
lot of money i* invested in his se­ 
curities, and the 
South 
Shore 
people would haye had also to fight 
that interest in placing its b onds. 
The agreem ent, b y which an in ter­ 
change of the traffic from the 
N orthw est which it wifi get, the 
South Shore agrees to confine itself 
to the range of N orthern W iscon­ 
sin, will therefore, b e of aijvant&gc 
to tha t road in practically giving 
it. control of all the M anitob a 
traffic from the N orthw est tha t it 
can handle. 
The agreem ent also 
gives the M anitob a control of the 
wheat region* northw est of Duluth, 
which it no w enjoys. O f the agree­ 
m ent more is learned than was sent 
yesterday. 
The South Shore will 
b e b uilt along the range or high 
land south of D uluth to ab out the 
M innesota line, and the M anitob a 
will meet it there. 
As has b een 
previously pub lished, the Manitob a 
will b uild the Brainerd k N orth­ 
western road, connecting with the 
b ranch east of Crookston. 
From 
Brainerd a line will b e run south­ 
east via Mills Lacs, thence north 
to Duluth and W est Superior, and 
the Hinckley b ranch will also b e 
ex tended to D uluth. 
These two 
M anitob a lines will meet the South 
Shore at the same place, which 
will b e, as stated ab ove, near the 
state line.

Will Build the Brainerd and North­ 
w estern Road. 
Some additional particulars in 
regard to 
the 
new 
agreement 
between the Manitoba and Duluth, 
South Shore & Atlantic road, says 
I the Duluth correspondent of the 
I Pioneer Press, throws better light 
] upon the deal. 
When the South 
| Shore scheme first came to a head, 
i the syndicate of capitalists at the 
I head of it made arrangements with 
I the Duluth fc Winnipeg company, 
I or rather the men who controlled 
| the franchise, to build that road 
and so acquire the grant made by 
the state. 
President Hill, of the 
Manitoba road, heard of this deal, 
and at once made efforts to spoil 
it, and he succeeded, as he usually 
does, in coming out ahead. 
He 
went to the South Shore people 
and gave notice that if they built 
into the 
Northwest 
that they 
would have a heavy fight on their 
hands, and besides that it was ex­ 
tremely doubtful it they could get 
the land grant, which was held by 
a slender cord. 
He then offered to 
enter into an agreement with them 
that wgs extremely advantageous 
to the South Sfmre company. Hill 
is a power in Wall street, where a 
lot of money is invested in his se­ 
curities, and the South 
Sfrore 
people would haye had also to fight 
that interest in placing its bonds. 
The agreement, by which an inter­ 
change of the traffic from the 
Northwest which it will get, the 
South Shore agrees to confine itself 
to the range of Northern Wiscon­ 
sin, will therefore, be of avantage 
to that road in practically giving 
it, control of all the Manitoba 
traffic from the Northwest that it 
can handle. 
The agreement also 
gives the Manitoba control of the 
wheat regions northwest of Duluth, 
which it new enjoys. Of the agree­ 
ment more is learned than was sent 
yesterday. 
The South Shore will 
be built along the range or high 
land south of Duluth to about the 
Minnesota line, and the Manitoba 
t will meet it there, 
As has been 
' previously published, the Manitoba 
will build the Brainerd Ii North­ 
western road, connecting with the 
branch east of Crookston. 
From 
Brainerd a line will be run south­ 
east via Mills Lacs, thenpe north 
to Duluth and West Superior, and 
the Hinckley branch will also be 
extended to Duluth. 
These two 
Manitoba lines will meet tile South 
Shore at the same place, which 
will be, as stated above, near the 
state line.

A Peculiar Pension C ase 
W ashington, May IO. — William 
Hodgespeth, of Company H, Forty- 
second Indiana volunteers, 
has 
laid before Secretary Lamar a ques­ 
tion of law vs. equity in pensions 
that is fully as puzzling as the 
Guilford Miller land case and of 
far more pecuniary importance to 
the government. 
Mr. Hodgespeth 
was captured in one of the early 
battles of the war and was sent to 
Andersonville 
prison. 
He was 
with other Union men offered his 
liberty provided ho would enter 
the Confederate army. 
This was 
refused by him .several times until, 
he says, 
he got so weak from 
starvation that sure death stared 
him in the face if he remained. 
He then accepted the Confederate 
proposition and entered the rebel 
army, but deserted soon after to the 
I anon lorees and served out his 
term, 
lie suffered disabilities on 
account of his privations at An- 
personville and asks for a pension. 
Gen. Black drew the law on him 
and refused him a pension on the 
ground that lie had given “ aid and 
comfort” to the enemy in time of 
war, and such persons the law for­ 
bids a pension. 
Hodgespeth ap­ 
pealed and argued that his case was 
a good one, because, while he had 
voluntarily joined the enemy, he 
had dope so for the simple purpose 
of 'flying his life and getting back 
to the Union force*. 
The board 
of pension appeals, which exam­ 
ines these eases for the secretary, 
overruled Black and unanimously 
granted 
Hodgespeth a pension. 
Assistant Secretary* Hawkins who 
signs thy appealed pensions d e c i ­ 
sions as acting secretary, refused 
to sign this one and reversed the 
board of appeals, 
taking Gen. 
Blawk’a view pf the case. 
The 
board then carried the case to 
Secretary Lama?, and he has been 
puzzling over it for three months. 
Four more cases of like character 
have followed it, and now Gen. 
Black says they are all frauds, 
even if they have a plausible case.

$13,053,09 8 in April, and this de­ 
crease, large as it is, runs only a little 
beyond the decrease in the previous 
month, when the debt was reduced by 
$12,808,49 7 . Here is a reduction of 
$25,86 1,56 6 in two months. The 
debt now sta nds a t $1,305,17 0,459 , 
against $1,389 ,136 ,383 on J uly 1, 
1886. Tims, during the ten months 
of the current fiscal year there has 
been a decrease of $83,9 6 5,9 24. 
In 
other words, during the fiscal year we 
have been reducing our na tional lia ­ 
bilities a t th« * ra te of $100,7 50,108 
{h.t annum,and in the la st two months 
— though March and April are hardly 
a fair sta nda rd to measure with—the 
reduction has run a t the rate of $155,- 
000,000 per annum. 


It is sta ted tha t more than two-

Charles Smart, U. S. A., between the 
death rate from typhoid fever in New 
Orleans, a city without sewerage, but 
using pure rain water for potable pur­ 
poses, and in Philadelphia, a city 
with a sewer system and a conta m ina t­ 
ed water supply. 
In brief, it is shown 
tha t deaths from this disease in 20 
years—186 6 to 
1885—have 
fallen 
from 6 5 to 16 in every 100,000 popu­ 
lation in New Orleans, while in Phila ­ 
delphia it has fluctuated between 4 3 
aud 9 8 per 100,000 during the same 
period—the average in the 
10 years 
ended in 1885 being a fraction over 
66 per 100,000. The Sanitary News 
says: 
“ These figures point with an 
unerring finger to the water supply as 
the principal medium of communicat­ 
ing this disease.”

In view of the great interest felt in the 
contest between Bismarck and his op­ 
ponents,a rid the im portance of the is­ 
sues involved, this is a very light vote 
and indicates th a t m any of tile Ger­ 
m an electors are too practical to care 
to exercise the right of suffrage, know­ 
ing full well,as they do, th a t Bismarck 
will have everything his own way in 
the end. 
In the recent contest the 
m inority parties polled nearly 300,- 
(>00 more votes in the aggregate th an 
the Iron Chancellor’s better handled 
and better distributed hosts. 


The national debt was reduced by 
$13,053,098 in April, and this de­ 
crease, large as it is, runs only a little 
beyond the decrease in the previous 
m onth, when the debt was reduced by 
si2 ,8 0 8 ,4 9 7 . Here is a reduction of 
$25,801,566 in tw o m onths. The 
debt now stan d s a t $1,305,170,459, 
against $1,389,136,383 on July I, 
I88*5. Tims, during the ten m onths 
of the current fiscal year there has 
been a decrease of $83,965,924. 
In 
other words, during the fiscal j*ear we 
have been reducing our national lia­ 
bilities at the ra te of $100,759,108 
j*er annum ,and in the last two m onths 
—though March and April are hardly 
a fair sta n d a rd to m easure w ith—the 
reduction has run a t the ra te of $155,- 
000,000 per annum . 


It is stated th a t m ore th an two- 
thirds of the members of the Ameri­ 
can Congress are lawyers, good, bad 
and indifferent, while in the British 
parliam ent it is not the lawyers th a t 
are in tile m ajority, and mold its ac­ 
tion, but the landed and commercial 
interest, with a strong m ixture of 
younger sons trained to a career in 
jiolitics. 
In the German Reichstag, 
composed of 398 m enders, only ten 
ait* lawyers. The reichstag is at pres­ 
ent com posed of 138 members of the 
landed interest, 97 public officials, 77 
m erchants and m anufacturers, 62 pro­ 
les dona! men, including 18 d e igymen, 
1 6 professors and teachers. IO law­ 
yers and 8 physicians. The absence 
of it controlling legal and technical in­ 
fluence probably accounts for thesim - 
plicily and directness of Germ an law*. 


A san itary journal published in Chi­ 
cano gives prom inence in its latest is­ 
sue to some com parisons m ade by Dr. 
Charles Sm art, I’. 8. A., between the 
death rate from typhoid fever in New 
Orleans, a city w ithout sewerage, but 
using pure rain w ater for potable pur­ 
poses, and in Philadelphia, a city 
with a sewer system and a contam inat­ 
ed w ater supply. 
In brief, it is shown 
th a t deaths from this disease in 20 
years—1866 to 
1886—have 
fallen 
from 65 to 16 in every 100,000 popu­ 
lation in New Orleans, while in P h ila­ 
delphia it has fluctuated between 41 
aud 9 8 per 100,000 during the same 
period—the average in the IO years 
ended in 1885 being a fraction over 
66 per 100,000. The Sanitary News 
eave: “These figures point with an 
unerring finger to the w ater supply as 
the principal medium of com m unicat­ 
ing th ie disease."

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


Far* Not# « . 
Rye straw is generally sup p osed to 
be t he most valuable for feeding horses, 
and o a t straw is the best for cattle. 
W heat straw is not eaten so readily 
as the other kinds, which, when cut 
up and mixed with ground corn and 
oats or bran, will make excellent food 
for horses a t any tune. 
With the 
straw about one-fourth more ground 
feed should 
be given 
than 
with 
tim othy hay. 
Old neglected current bushes need 
not be dug up , but may be renovated 
in the following manner: Cut out ail 
the stems but three or four of the 
liest and sm oothest and p rune these 
to one-half their length, or to not over 
thiee feet a t the most. Dig around 
the bushes, taking out All the grass 
and weeds, and lay some good manure 
up on the roots, mixed with the soil. 
Mulch w*ith coarse manure, And in the 
Sp ring keen the ground clean and 
break oil ail the young shoots excep t 
three or four. 
Hens th a t are exp ected to p roduce 
eggs require a variety of food, such as 
corn, wheat, buckwheat, baked p o ta ­ 
toes, (given warm,) chop p ed meat, 
and, m ost im p ortant, Iresh bones 
broken up finely. 
A mess of sc alded 
corn meal, with a little sulp hur and 
salt, a teasp oonful of each for 25 hens, 
should be given daily. 
Slightly warm 
| water is better than snow and bits of 
ice for them, and should be given 
morning and night. 
The cost of a crop of wheat grown 
by an English farmer as comp ared 
with one grown by an average Ameri­ 
can farmer shows a large difference in 
next I the cost of each. Thus an estimate 
of the exp enses of growing a crop o f 
3fl bushels in England is given as 
about $ 23, of which rent, rates, 
taxes am ount to 
$0. 
This makes 
nearly 70 cents a bushel as the cost 
of the w heat which Is now selling at 
about 04 cents a bushel.

Or­ 
dinarily 110 one but a p Arent knows n 
child from first ¿0 last, and 
what 
th a t 
child’s 
needs 
as 
to indul­ 
gence and discip line are. 
Excep t in 
rare instances no outsider has any 
right to a ttem p t to influence a p ar­ 
ent's decisions.

boat-like 
brogans, 
I showing his ankles, innocent of socks. 
I Like a true child of nature he walked 
into the prisoner’s box with a non­ 
chalant air of innocence, and a don’t 
care look that seemed to say, “Well, 
I’m ready for the sacrifice." 
The judge smiled, leaned fox ward 
from his high eminence 
and said, 
sharply: 
ou are the man who stole the 
boat, are you?” 
Swamp Angel—Wa), yes; but thar’s 
a pint in the case, jedge. They charg­ 
ed me with stealin’ it in the morning, 
hut I didn’t steal it' till after dark.

I want ter be tried 
now. 
The court—Have you an attorney 
to defend you? 
8. A.—No, and don’t want any. I 
, hain’t got no money but a few Ger­ 
man 
coins 
for 
k e e p s a k e s. 
They 
wouldn’t hire a good lawyer, and I 
wouldn’t have no poor one. He’d 
only make it worse for me 
The court appointed three prom­ 
inent lawyers to defend him. The 
state's attorney assumed that all was 
ready for trial and called witnesses, 
when the Swamp Angel’s attorney 
whispered something to him and he 
sprang up and demanded an opening 
statement. The nonplussed state’s 
attorney complied, after which the de­ 
fendant stated his side of the case. 
With awkward gestures 
and un­ 
couth language he admitted stealing 
the boat, but blamed Peter Cooper 
lor it. 
The |>eople dearly established the 
stealing of the boat by three good 
witnesses. The S. A. defendant then 
took thestnnd in his ow n behalf, while 
his three prominent lawyers sat back, 
giving him tx pointer now and then, 
and enjoying tile laughable farce, as 
did the entire court and audience.

His counsel whispered 
that some of the jury were temj>erat« 
men. 
He then related how one day 
on the is'and he had determined to 
quit drinking, and he had never drank 
a drop of liquor since. 
He was tem­ 
perance. His counsel whispered that 
lie must establish a good reputation 
for truth and veracity, w hereupon he i 
vehemently declared that his char-1 
acter was unquestioned on the island 
where he lived. 
This brought down 
tim house with laughter. 
When th“ jury took the rase he in­ 
sisted on retiring wit Ii them to explain 
the situation,but this the court heart­ 
lessly denied. 
Atter an hour of wrestling with th« 
case, the jury, to the consternation ol 
the court and audience, and the dis- j 
gust of the prosecution brought in a 
verdict of not guilty. The S. A. was 
happy. 
After adjournment, while the 
judge and state’s attorney were con 
versing, he approached them 
and 
thanked them. 
He said to t he attor­ 
ney: “You fought pretty hard agin me 
but I suppose it was your duty. But 
you, jedge,” he continued, “acted the! 
man all the way through. I hain’t j 
got no money, but as soon as I get 
back to the island PII send you up a 
whole bar i of fish, and you kin divide 
them unjust as you please." 
The last seen of him he w’as trudg­ 
ing out of town with his blanket, pis­ 
tol, knife, rifle and ax, measuring a 
bee lino southwestward, looking like 
Fenimore Cooper’s pioneer, seeking 
his solitary island home.

Our Big: Men Abroad 


From a L ondon L etter. 
There will be a number of our public 
men in Europe this summer. 
I hav« 
heard of at least twenty Senators who 
expect to be here some time next 
month. 
Senators Spooner, Hale and 
McPherson are expected litre within 
the next fortnight. 
Our public men 
receive but very little attention, when 
they come over here, compared to the 
attention showered upon the public 
men of this country or any foreign 
country when they come to Washing* 
ton. There is no representative ol 
any power, however 
humble, who 
comes to Washington, who is not in­ 
vited on tile floor of both branches ol 
Congress and is certain, while there, 
to be presented to our leading public 
men. This form of courtesy is never 
returned here. 
When our Senators 
come to london, the best that they 
can obtain is an order for a seat in 
some of the special galleries and that 
they have to ask for; and unless they 
come specially introduced, they re­ 
ceive no more attention than any or­ 
dinary tourist. 
It is time for a mild 
retaliation in this direction. I think 
it would be no more than right if out 
representatives at Washington should 
cease being so demonstrative in their 
welcome to foreign visitors. Let them 
poke their way about and ask for fa­ 
vors. The time has gone by for such 
open evidences of joy at the honor ol 
a visit from a foreign legislator or 
official.

FLEM IN G .—At his residence in East 
Brainerd, on Sunday, May 16th, 1887, of 
heart disease, Mr. Blias P. 
Flem ing, 
aged 41 years, 9 m onths and 12 days. 
On Sunday afternoon our citizens were 
surp rised und shocked to hear the sad 
intelligence th a t Mr. 8 . P. Fleming had 
breathed his last, at his home in East 
Brainerd, the cause of his death being 
heart disease. 
Until about six weeks 
ago Mr. Flem ing was, to all ap p earances, 
in p erfect health, and it is hard to realize 
tiiat he who but a short tim e ago was 
among us the p icture of health, is now a 
lifeless corp s. 
About six weeks ago Mr. 
Flem ing had the first attack of the 
disease th at 8 unday term inated fatally, 
and since th at tim e he has suffered un ­ 
told agon)'. 
His diseas« was of such a 
nature that he could not sleep , for no 
sooner would he lie down, than the 
intense p ains would render sleep imp os­ 
sible. 
He has been in this condition ever 
since, at times ap p earing somewhat im ­ 
p roved and at other times being much 
worse and suffering great p ain. 
W hite 
it was generally known th at he was ill it 
was not thought that the disease would 
this early term inate fatally. 
Mr. Flem ing was born July 31st, 1*45, 
near Malone, New Y ork, and lived at the 
p lace of bis birth until he had attained 
his m ajority, when he m arried and carne 
west to M inneap olis, where he entered 
the retail grocery store of P. H . A An­ 
thony Kelly. 
He remained in the em ­ 
p loy of this firm one year and then re­ 
turned to his okl home in Malone, re­ 
m aining there until 1*7* when he again 
came west and accep ted a p osition as 
book-keep er for The Gilmore Manu­ 
facturing Co., of M inneap olis, w ith whom 
he rem ained about two years, 
la 1880 
he went to Blue Earth City and went into 
the grocery business, but after rem aining 
in th at p lace a year he returned to 
Minneap olis and engaged in the grocery ? 
business on W ashington avenue in that j 
city until the sp ring of 1862, when he j 
cam e to this city, where he has resided j 
ever siuce and conducted lus More in 
East Brainerd. 
Mr. Fleming, since his 
residence in this city, has established for - 
himself a rep utation for honest}- and s 
integrity, and his untim ely deatn is ] 
m ourned by the entire com m unity. 
A t J 
the tune of his death Mr. Flem ing was 
an alderm an from the third ward, having j 
been elected by a good m ajority. 
He j 
was a member of the masonic lodge of 
this city in good standing, and had hi» 
life insured for $4,000 1° the benefit as­ 
sociation of the order. 
He leaves a wife j 
and three children to m ourn his loss, the 
two oldest children being grown. 
He 
also leaves several brothers, Judge W . A. f 
Fleming, of this city, being one of them. 
On Tuesday his remains were ship p ed ta 
lus childhood home 
at Malone, New ( 
Y ork, for burial, and were accomp anied 
th ith er by hiswife aud brother.

DIED. 
FLEMING. —At his residence in East 
Brainerd, on Sunday, May 15tb, 1887, of 
heart disease, Mr. Silas P. Fleming, 
aged 41 years, 9 months and 12 days. 
On Sunday afternoon our citizens were 
surprised and shocked to hear the sad 
intelligence that Mr. S. P. Fleming had 
breathed his last, at his home in East 
Brainerd, the cause of his death being 
heart disease. 
Until about six weeks 
ago Mr. Fleming was, to all appearances, 
in perfect health, and it is hard to realize 
that he who but a short time ago was 
among us the picture of health, is now a 
lifeless corps. About six weeks ago Mr. 
Fleming had the first attack of the 
disease that Sunday terminated fatally, 
and since that time he bas suffered un­ 
told agony. 
His disease was of such a 
nature that he could not sleep, for no 
sooner would he lie down, than the 
intense pains would render sleep impos­ 
sible. 
He has been in this condition ever 
since, at times appearing somewhat im ­ 
proved and at other tunes being much 
worse and suffering great pain. 
While 
it was generally known that he was ill it 
was not thought that the disease would 
this early terminate fatally. 
Mr. Fleming was horn July 31st, 1845, 
near Malone, New York, and lived at che 
place of his birth until he had attained 
his majority, when lie married and came 
west to Minneapolis, where he entered 
the retail grocery store of P. Ii. A An­ 
thony Kelly. 
He remained in the em­ 
ploy of this finn one year and then re­ 
turned to his old home in Malone, re­ 
maining there until 1676 when he again 
came west and accepted a position as 
book-keeper for The Gilmore Manu­ 
facturing C o, of Minneapolis, with whom 
he remained about two years. In 1880 
lie went to Blue Earth City and went into 
the grocery business, but after remaining 
in that place a year lie returned to 
Minneapolis and engaged in the grocery f 
business on Washington avenue in that 
city until the spring of 1882, when he 
came to this city, where he bas resided 
ever since and conducted his store in 
East Brainerd. 
Mr. Fleming, since his 
residence in this City, has established for 
himself a reputation for honesty aud 
integrity, and his untimely death is 
mourned by the entire community. At 
the time of his death Mr. Fleming was 
an alderman from the third ward, having 
been elected by a good majority. 
He 
was a member of the masonic lodge of 
this city in good standing, and had his 
life insured for $4,000 in the benefit as­ 
sociation of the order. 
He leaves a wife 
and three children to mourn his loss, the 
two oldest children being grown. 
He 
also leaves several brothers, Judge W. A. 
Fleming, of this city, being one of them. 
On Tuesday his remains were shipped ie 
his childhood home at Malone, New 
York, for burial, and were accompanied 
thither by hiswife aud brother.

Will B u ild tho B ra in e rd a n d N orth ­ 
w e ste rn R oad. 
Some additional particulars in 
regard to 
the 
new 
agreement 
between the Manitoba and Duluth, 
South Shore & Atlantic road, says 
the Duluth correspondent of the 
Pioneer Press, throws better light 
upon the deal. 
W hen the South 
Shore scheme first came to a head, 
the syndicate of capitalists at the 
head of it made arrangements with 
the Duluth k W innipeg company, 
or rather the men who controlled 
the lrancliise, to build that road 
and so acquire the grant made by 
the state. 
President Hill, ol the 
Manitoba road, heard of this deal, 
and at once made efforts to spoil 
it, and he succeeded, as he usually 
does, in coming out ahead. 
He 
went to the South Shore people 
and gave notice that if they built 
into the 
Northw est 
that they 
would have a heavy fight on their 
hands, and besides that it was ex­ 
tremely doubtful it they could get 
the land grant, which was held by 
a slender cord. 
He then offered to 
enter into an agreement with them 
that wps extremely advantageous 
to the South Stmre company. 
Hill 
is a power in W all street, where a 
lot of money is invested in his se­ 
curities, and the 
South 
Shore 
people would haye had also to fight 
that interest in placing its bonds. 
The agreement, Lj' which an inter­ 
change of the traffic f*om the 
Northwest which it wiil get, the 
South Shore agrees to confine itself 
to the range of Northern W iscon­ 
sin, will therefore, be of advantage 
to that road in practically giving 
it control of all the Manitoba 
traffic from the Northwest that it 
can handle. 
The agreement also 
gives the Manitoba control of the 
wheat regions northwest of Duluth, 
which it new enjoys. Of the agree­ 
ment more is learned than w’assent 
yesterday. 
The South Shore will 
be built along the range or high 
land south of Duluth to about the 
Minnesota line, and the Manitoba 
will meet it there. 
As has been 
previously published, the Manitoba 
will build the Brainerd k North­ 
western road, connecting with the 
branch east of Crookston. 
From 
Brainerd a line will be run south­ 
east via Mills Lacs, thence north 
to Duluth and W est Superior, and 
the Hinckley branch will also be 
extended to Duluth. 
These two 
Manitoba lines wiil meet the South 
Shore at the same place, which 
will be, as stated above, near the 
state line.

In view of the great interest felt in the 
contest between Bismarck and his op­ 
ponent.-.and the im portance of the is­ 
sues involved, this is a very light vote 
and indicates that many of the Ger­ 
man electors are too practical to care 
to exercise the right of suffrage, know­ 
ing full we1.!,as they do, that Bismarck 
will have everything his own way in 
the end. 
In the recent contest the 
minority parties polled nearly 300,- 
000 more votes in the aggregate than 
the Iron Chancellor’s better handled 
and better distributed hosts. 


The national debt was reduced by 
$13,053,098 in April, and this de­ 
crease, large as it is, runs only a little 
beyond the decrease in the previous 
month, when the debt was reduced by

The 
debt now stands at $1,305,170,459, 
against $1,389,130,383 on July 1, 
1880. Tims, during the ten m onths 
of the current fiscal year there has 
been a decrease of $83,965,924.

other words, during the fiscal 3’ear we 
have been reducing our national lia­ 
bilities at the rate of $100,759,108 
per annum,and in the last two m onths 
—though March and April are hardly 
a fair standard to measure with—the 
reduction has run a tth e rate of $15 5,- 
000,000 per annum. 


It is stated that more than two- 
thirds ol the members of the Ameri­ 
can Congress are lawyers, good, bad 
and indifferent, while in the British 
parliament ii is not the lawyers that 
are in the majority, and mold its ac­ 
tion, but the landed and commercial 
interest, with a strong mixture of 
younger sons trained to a career in 
politics. 
In the German Reichstag, 
composed of 398 members, only ten 
aie lawyers. 
The reichstag is at pres­ 
ent composed of 138 members of the 
lauded interest, 97 public officials, 77 
merchants and manufacturers, <32 pro­ 
fessional men, including 18 clexgymen, 
16 professors and teachers, 1U law­ 
yers and 8 physicians.

A sanitary journal published in Chi­ 
cago gives prominence in its latest is­ 
sue to some comparisons made by Dr. 
Charles Smart, l T. S. A., between the 
death rate from typhoid fever in New 
Orleans, a city without sewerage, but 
using pure raiu water for potable pur­ 
poses, and in Philadelphia, a city 
with a sewer system and a contam inat­ 
ed water supply. 
In brief, it is shown 
that deaths from this disease in 20 
years—1866 to 
1885—have 
fallen 
from 65 to 16 in every 100,000 popu­ 
lation in New Orleans, while in P hila­ 
delphia it has fluctuated between 41 
and 98 per 100,000 during the same 
period—the average in the 10 years 
ended in 1885 being a fraction over 
66 per 100,000. The Sanitary News 
says: 
“These figures point with an 
unerring finger to the water supply as 
the principal medium of communicat* 
Ing this disease.”

PnveUlngsf the Magnificent SUtwe In thoXation- 
al Capital by tlm Army of the Cumberland, 
The statue was unveiled a t Washington 
an the 12th, in the presence of a large num­ 
ber of people. The immediate family of 
President Garfield was represented on tho 
platform by his two sons, James 
and 
“H arry.” 
Mrs. Garfield did not feelableto 
be present, but sent a letter of regret to tho 
society. The administration of President 
Garfield appeared in the person of Wayne 
Mac Veagh, his attorney general, and Mr. 
Windoin, his secretary of the treasury. 
The present administration w as represent­ 
ed by tlie president and the members of the 
cahi et, Mrs. Cleveland and Mrs. Folsom, 
In mourning dress, were present, and the 
most prominent persons in the social 
world w ho still remain here were there. 
Promptly at 11 o’clock Gen. Baird, chief 
marshal of the parade, gave the signal for 
marching and the procession started. 
A 
platoon of mounted police led the way, 
followed by Gen. Baird and his aides, who 
preceded a carriage in which were seated 
Generals Sherman, Sheridan and Rose- 
trans, three of the four living command­ 
ers 
of the Army of the Cumberland, 
Gen. Buell, the 
remaining 
commander, 
being unable to l>e present. 
They were soon followed by President 
Cleveland, escorted by Gen. Anderson and 
Secretary and Mrs Fairchild, Col. and Mrs. 
Lasnont, 
Postmaster General Vilas and 
Secretary Lamar. 
Mrs. Cleveland came 
Accompanied by Mrs. Folsom, Miss Bayard 
and Miss Welsh, just after 1 o'clock, and 
took herseat beside the president's chair. 
Ex-Secretar.v Windom 
and ex-Attorney 
General McVoagh, of President Garfield s 
cabinet, were among the guests present. 
The marine band surrounding the monu­ 
ment struck up “Hail to the Chief, ’and amid 
the clapping of hands the American flag en­ 
veloping the statue was dropped and the 
bronze image stood exposed to the rays of 
the midday sun. 
The statue, which is a bronze, is a de­ 
sign of the sculptor, J. Q. A. Ward, whoal- 
so designed the equestrian statue of Gen. 
Thomas in Washington. It is ten feet six 
inches in height and represents Garfield 
facing the west in the act of delivering an 
address with his right hand resting on a 
column and a manuscript held in his left. 
Recuuihcnt ideal figures a t each corner of 
the triangular pedistal represent the stu­ 
dent, the warrior and the statesman, typi­ 
fying the three epochs in Gen. Garfield's 
career. 
Bronze tablets above the figures 
bear a globe, a trumpet and sword and a 
laurel wreath enclosing the scales of jus­ 
tice. 
Gen. Sheridan then Introduced the orator 
of the clay, Gen. J. Warren Keifer, who, on 
part of the monument committee, deliver­ 
ed an address transferring the statue to 
Gen. Hheridan. 
Gen. Sheridan, in behalf of the society, 
then transferred the statue to presi lent 
Cleveland in the following words: 
Mr. President: This statue which has 
been unveiled in your presence was erected 
by the comrades of G e n . Garfield belonging 
to the army of the Cumberland. They rec- * 
ognized his merit as a soldier, 
and they 
w ished to pay some testimony to the merit 
and to his worth us a man. 
I have the 
honor, sir, in l*ehalf of the Society of the 
Army of the Cumberland to ask you, as 
the representative of the American people, 
to accept tfceatatne Irom tHeir hands us it 
was given to me. 
President Cleveland, who arose as Gen. 
Sheridan begun speaking, replied: 
Fellow Citizens: In performance of tbe 
duty assigned to me on this occasion, I 
hereby accept, on behalf of the jieople of 
the United States, this complete and beau­ 
tiful statue. Amid the interchange of frater­ 
nal greetings l>et ween tbe survivors of the 
Army of the Cumberland and their former 
foes upon the battle field, and while 
the 


question of the restoration of the p eople’s 
lands to the care of the people be dis­ 
cussed.

the weaker party. 
Labor is not without 
its grievances. The church views with the 
deepest interest the struggle ol the poor to 
better themselves and encourages them. 
The rights of labor should be protected. 
The holy father has not approved of the 
Knights of Labor, ho has only not con­ 
demned them. There is a vast difference 
bet ween not condemning and approving. 
When tho church approves of a society she 
in some sense st ands as sponsor for that 
society. The church says th a t labor has 
rights and th a t she has the right to 
organize to protect those rights. 
Ho 
far the Knights have done nothing offici­ 
ally as an organization to be coudemmod. 
It depends upon themselves whether the 
church ever condemns tho Knights or not. 
In protecting their rights they must not 
infringe on the freedom of labor. 
When 
they strike they must not by force induce 
others who do not belong to their order to 
strike; they must not deny to others not 
members of their society the rightto work. 
The world now looks to America for the 
solution ofthis great, living, present ques­ 
tion of tiie rights ol labor and capital, and 
the laborers of America must never violate 
the laws of the land or the moral law.

A room in the basement of the 
capitol building is to l>e devoted wholly to 
the experimentation, anil the work will be 
under the charge of a competent chemist. 
The following is a list of the more Impor­ 
tant pieces to be put into use as soon as 
the room can he fitted up: 
One Becker's No. 7 balance, a number 
of Becker No. 4 weights, two water baths, 
t woseven-incb tripods, two iron percolnter 
stands, ono burette stand, two funnel 
stands, one drying oven, three Bunsen 
burners, twenty-live feet rubber tubing, 
i lam pH, water glasses and glass funnels, 
two retorts, one Liebig s condenser, wash 
bottles, evaporating dishes, three horn 
spatulas, two Berlin porcelain ciucibles, 
two pipettes, filtering paper, platinum foil, 
forceps, triangles, one specific gravity bot­ 
tle, brushes, bottles, etc., etc. 
A number of tables will be placed in the 
room, and water send gas have yet to be 
put in before active operations can be be­ 
gun. This move on the part of the depart­ 
ment will give it facilities it has never 
known before for complete, thorough and 
regular analysis. 
The pair of Becker bal­ 
ances noted above alone cost $85, and 
over $200 has been expended in the pur­ 
chase) of the mere apparatus.

The simplicity of diet to which the 
Russian is accustomed gives him o 
great advantage in enduring the pri­ 
vations of a campaign. 
Where an 
Englishman would be half starved, 
the Russian finds his ration sufficient 
According to the “Armed Strength of 
Russia,” the men receive a mess allow 
ante which is calculated to give them 
one-third of a pound of meat on 198 
days of the year. 
The remaining 160 
days are observed as fasts according 
to the rules ot the Greek Church! 
In 
addition, about 2 pounds of flour, 
which the men hake into bread for 
theuiselvil, or 1 pound 13 ounces ol 
biscuits, is issued per man, and tothia 
is added 1 1-5 ounces of groats. 4-5 
ounces of salt, and for every 100 men 
11 7-10 ounces tea and 2 pounds 3 
3-10 ounces of sucar. 
As against this, 
the daily field ration of the British 
soldier is 1 
pound of meat, 1 
1-2 
pounds bread or J pound biscuit, 1-3 
ounce coffee, 1-6 ounce tea, 2 ounces 
sugar, and 1-2 ounce salt, and when 
hard work is being done another 1-2 
pound meat is added if possible, and 
it is also usual to serve out 2 ounces 
compressed vegetables or 4 ounces 
preserved potatoes. 
At home grocer­ 
ies and vegetables are not issued as 
rat ions, but a sum not exceeding 3d. 
a day is stopped out of the men’s 
pay to form a mess fund, out of which 
they supply themselves with such ex­ 
tras. The difference in the fare of the 
two armies is sufficiently striking; and 
the thought immediately arises, how 
could the multifarious wants of En­ 
glishmen have been stopped in the 
snowy passes of tiie Balkans? or how 
would the British soldier have w orked 
on Russian rations? The weight of the 
English daily ration is about 3 1-2 
pounds; that of the Russian is about 
2 pounds. 
Every Russian regiment 
has on hand eight days’ supply ol 
biscuits, 
which is renewed once a 
month; when marching, live days’ 
supply is carried with the regimental 
wagons and three days’ allowance by 
tlie men themselves. «\Yhat a relief it 
would be to the cares of an English 
General if his commissariat arrange 
ment* could be thus simplified! 


L a u g h in g at tlio W ron g Time. 
That laughter may be often mis* 
placed and indicative of strong nerv­ 
ous excitement is thus illustrated by 
a philosophizing writer in the Phila­ 
delphia Cali: 
I once saw a fellow laugh at the odd 
appearance which a condemned man 
presented as the cap was secured on 
his head and the hangman reached 
or the noose. 
But the look of the 
strangely-moved man only showed 
that he was scre wing his courage to the 
sticking point while awaiting the ter­ 
rible shock which would tell that the 
slack of the rope had run out. 
But 
the hio-t brutal howls of delight I 
think 1 ever listened to came from a 
hardened audience who had come to 
see a “knock out.” 
It was to be a 
“kid-glove” affair. 
How strangely 
out of place “kid-gloves” seemed here! 
It wasn't the rag tag which had gath- 
red to witness the combat either. 
It 
was a well-dressed, 
apparently re- 
* pec table crowd. To the end of the 
first round all went merrv as a mar­ 
riage bell. .Slugging ruled. But as one 
brui>er successively brought the claret 
from his antagonist’s nose, closed first 
his left eye, then his right, and finally 
wound up his handiwork by knocking 
his jaw* awry, the mobbish onlookers 
gave themselves up to unrestrained glee 
and laughter to their heart’s content 
at the comical appearance ot a man 
w ith both eyes closed and his jaw out 
of joint. It wasindeed “ghoulish glee.” 
You see instances every day in 
which 
laughter takes the place of sympathy. 
A good deal of it arises from mere 
thoughtlessness. 
Eor example, I saw 
a great hulking fellow laugh quite 
heartily one 
cold night at a fire­ 
man, who, just as he appeared in 
the second story of a burning build­ 
ing, received 
a 
stream 
of 
water 
full in the stom ach. 
He was hurled 
hack into the flames and smoke by 
the force of the water. 
The fellow 
who thought the occurrence so funny 
at tir>t was not the last to realize its 
seriousness and mount the ladder to 
the rescue of the unfortunate.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


Farm Notes. 
Rye straw is generally supposed to 
be the most valuable for feeding horses, 
and oat straw is the best for cattle. 
\\ heat straw is not eaten so readily 
as the other kinds, which, when cut 
up and mixed with ground corn anfl 
oat s or bran, will make excellent food 
for horses at any time. 
With the 
straw about one-fourth more ground 
feed should 
be given 
than 
with 
timothy hay. 
Old neglected current bushes need 
D ead-dead people everywhere, and not be dug up, but may be renovated 
there horses, and uprooted turf and 
upturned earth. 
Max ran from one

Mulch w ith coarse manure, and in the 
Spring keep the ground clean and 
break of! all the young shoots except 
three or four. 
Hens th a t are expected to produce 
eggs require a variety of food, such as 
corn, wheat, buckwheat, baked pota­ 
toes, (given warm,) chopped meat, 
and, most important, fresh bones 
broken up finely. A mess of scalded 
cornmeal, with a little sulphur and 
sait, a teaspoonful of each for 25 bens, 
should be given daily. Slightly warm 
water is better than snow and bits of 
ice for them, and should be given 
morning and night. 
The cost of a crop of wheat grown 
by an English farmer as compared 
with one grown by an average Ameri­ 
can farmer shows a large difference in 
the cost of each. Thus an estimate 
of the expenses of growing a crop of 
3fl bushels in England is given as 
about $23, of which rent, rates, and 
taxes amount to $0. 
This makes 
nearly 70 cents a bushel as t he cost 
of the wheat which Is now selling at 
about 94 cents & bushel.

the pleadings of every individual at 
the table if she decides to deny her 
child some article which he would like, 
hut which she feels would be hurtful. 
Illustrations might be multiplied. Or­ 
dinarily no one but a parent knows a 
child from first JLo last, and 
what 
th at 
child’s 
needs 
as 
to indul­ 
gence and discipline are. 
Except in 
rare instances no outsider has any 
right to attem pt to influence a par­ 
ent's decisions. 
Fnobtrusively 
as 
may be, and above all firmly, parents I 
should exercise the privilege which is i 
theirs by divine right, of doing for i 
and by their own what seems to them 
good.

small quantity of manure will answer j color, 
for securing a vigorous growth of the 
young plants the first season and to 
apply a large quantity would be wast­ 
ing valuable material. This winter or 
early next spring make a compost of 
swamp muck, cotton seed and a little 
lime, ami have it all worked over and 
mixed together during the summer 
months. 
Next fall, after the tops of 
the asparagus plants have been killed 
down by frost, apply the compost to 
the surface of the land, at the rate ot 
twenty-four two-horse wagon loads 
p»er acre. 
After the plants have be­ 
come well established, 
a moderate 
top dressing cf compost every fall will 
be sufficient to

Fleming had the first attack of the 
disease that Sunday term inated fatally, 
aud since that time he has suffered u n ­ 
told agony. 
His disease was of such a 
nature that lie could not sleep, for no 
sooner would he lie down, than the 
intense pains would render sleep impos­ 
sible. 
lie has been in this condition ever 
since, at times appearing somewhat im ­ 
proved and at other times being much 
worse and suffering great pain. 
While 
it was generally known that he was ill it 
wns not thought that the disease would 
this early term inate fatally. 
Mr. Fleming was born July 31st, 1845, 
near Malone, New Y ork, and lived at ihc 
place of his birth until lie hud attained 
his majority, when he married and came 
west to Minneapolis, where he entered 
the retail grocery store of P. 11. & A n­ 
thony Kelly. 
He remained iu the em ­ 
ploy of this firm one year and then re­ 
turned to his old home in Malone, re­ 
maining there until 1878 when he again 
came west and accepted a position as 
book-keeper for The Gilmore Manu­ 
facturing Co., of Minneapolis, with whom 
he remained about two years. 
Iu 1880 
he went to Blue Earth City and went into 
the grocery business, but after rem aining 
in that place a year he returned to 
Minneapolis and engaged in the grocery 
business on Washington avenue in that 
city until ttie spring of 1882, when lie 
came to this city, where he has resided 
ever since and conducted his store iu 
East Brainerd. 
Mr. Fleming, since his 
residence in this city, lias established for 
himself a reputation for honesty and 
integrity, and his 
untimely death is 
mourned by the entire community. 
A t 
the time of his death Mr. Fleming wus 
an alderman from the third ward, having 
been elected by a good majority. 
He 
was a member of the masonic lodge of 
this city in good standing, and had hi* 
life insured for $4,000 in the benefit as­ 
sociation of the order. 
He leaves a wife 
and three children to mourn his loss, the 
two oldest children being grown. 
He 
also leaves several brothers, Judge W. A. 
Fleming, of this city, being one of them. 
On Tuesday his remains were shipped te 
his childhood home 
at Malone, New 
Y ork, for burial, and were accompanied 
thither by hiswife and brother.
